vice of the name of Bigsworth. He 
s an original spirit with an abnad- 
ance of courage. 
One day he 


couting in a seaplane off DunkcrojK. 
He caught sight of a Zeppelin far- 
ther out above the channel. 
He 


started in pursuit. 
As soon as he 


was observed the Zeppelin began to 
mount and of course it could mownt 
more rapidly than could Bigsworth's 
seaplane. 


The Zeppelin was traveling in the 


direction of Ostend. Bigsworth knew 
that at a certain point near Ostead 
;he German airship would turn ia- 
and for the purpose of reachine; its 
>ase in Belgium. He started off at 
full speed, climbing as fast as he 
could at the machine's maximum aa- 
gle to meet the Zeppelin when it 
turned homeward. 
As he crossed 


the German lines he came under Ger- 
man anti-aircraft fire, which increas- 
ed as he passed Westende and Mii- 
dlekirke. 
The Germans realized that the 


British airman was intent on heading 
off the Zcpnclin. and they subjected 
him to the most intense fire possible. 
At Ostend Bigsworth had reached a 
height of 11,000 feet. He saw the 
ZeppeJan turning inland as he had 
expected, and it appeared to have 
attained the limit of height of which 
it was capable. It, too, was about 


.coo feet tip.

number or four times, if we took all 
who are eagjr to do their bit 
Up to 


now v/e have not needed any more 
than the million who are at work. 
They are in e\ery conceivable char- 
acter of work, from the girls who 
run lifts or work in butchers' shops 
to those making shells in the muni- 
tion factories. We have them in 
tanks, in jobs as 'bus conductors, in 
clerical work, in governmental of- 
fices, and in agricultural work. 
We 


have them everywhere. And it may 
he put on record that Great Britain's 
•women have with amazing rapidity 
adapted themselves to the work of 
men, whether in heavy drudgery or 
in the gentler pursuits where finesse 
is an indispensable requisite. 
"To my mind this war, aside from 


the wonderful development of the 
British soldier from the ordinary 
-citizen going about his peaceful pur- 
suits into a demon of a fighter, has 
demonstrated two things—the vast 
reserve power of the nation's men at 
home, and the work of its women. 
Great Britain had no idea before the 
war, and I suppose the same is true 
of every great nation, what latent 
forces she had that could be develop- 
ed into a powerful engine of activ- 
ity. We did not realize before the 
war that many, I may say a major- 
ity, of Great Britain's men were 
working really on half time, that is, 
were putting in a day's work, 'but 
were taking their work quite leis- 
urely and not putting out the whole 
effort that was in then. That was 
-true not only of the workmen in the 
shops or wherever else, but men of 
other ranks, who used to put in per- 
haps four or ive days* work ia a 
' week, then take * rest in a fashioa- 


ahte week-«»4. 


Faced Industrial Pr«M«M».

time ago from England. We hadn t 
realized it until the farmers told us 
they had been unable for some years 
to get girls to do the milking and 
doubted if we would be any better 
olf 
But we have induced the girls 


lo 'take it up again, and now we have 
our hundreds of Maud Mullcrs on 
the farms of England. It is going to 
helu in putting down the price ol 
milk which has been going up since 
the war broke out. 


"As to the wages the women or 


England are getting, it may be said 
that while at the outset of their war 
wort: they didn't begin to compare 
with the wages of the skilled men 
whose places they took, still they 
ha\c been growing all along, until a 
sreat percentage of them now are 
commanding men's paj. 
Naturally. 


we couldn't expect employers to ^pay 
ruw hands the same pay as for skill- 
ed, and for a time tins kept wages 
cloun, but after the women s.iuwed 
adaptability and efficiency theie was 
no stopping wages going up. As to 
the broad principle, it may be said 
that the women of England today 
are able to earn exactly as much as 
the men in proportion to the charac- 
ter of rheir work. It resolves itself 
into the plain fact that the women 
can make as much as they earn. 


"In England today every able-bodi- 


ed man has as much work as he can 
do. The ne'er-do-wells are off the 
streets and have paying jobs. 
Al- 


though the price of living has gone 
up over 60 per cent., with the girls 
of the families at work and bringing 
in an income, individual families are 
better off than before the war. 
So 


when it comes to the last analysis, it 
is not hard to see that it is the 
women of Britain who are the back- 
bone of the nation at home.'*

The cause of 
scurvy is due to a lack of acids 
in the diet A mild grade of scnr- 
vy de^ elo.ns iu infants wuo are 
artificially fed on pasteurized 
milk. Babies fed exclusively on 
pastearizeJ milk need, orange 
juice between milk feedings to 
prevent «ciirvy.

Sirinacb and lettuce for 
"young children and onions, aspar- 
agus. celery, tomatoes and cab- 
bage for older children. Gtve er- 
-ery child orange or pineapple 
juice for its breakfast. Start tbe 
meal witb it and there wffl be 
no sctirvy.
